gallons of water daily at cost price, this beingthe proportion allotted to them 
under Mr. Buckley’s original acheme. The Calcutta Corporation refused to 
recognize these claims, and on the matter being referred to Coveccamne it was 
decided, so far as the first claim was concerned, that the Cossipore-Chitpur 
Municipality was fairly entitled to one-eighth of the balance of the water- 
supply fund, which, after the adjustment of a claim of the Calcutta Corporation 
of Ra. 20,000 as interest on the outlay on a 48-inch main which was provided 
for the extension of the water-supply, amounted to Rs, 1,00,000. Thus the 
Cossipore-Chitpur Municipality received from the Corporation Rs. 12,500 ss 
their share of the water-supply fund. As regards the second claim, a compro- 
mise was effected between the Caleutta Corporation and the Cossipore-Chitpur 
Municipality, the former agreeing to supply the latter with 310,000 gallons of

Judged by these figures, the year 1894 seems to have been decidedly an

‘The latter statement takes for granted the truth of 
a hypothesis believed to be s ill under discussion ; while as to the former it 
should be remarked that during June, July and August the rainfall in the 
areas referred to.(except in Orissa during August) exceeded the normal amounts 
by a varying from 8 to 54. In individual districts the highest death- 
rates m this.disease occurred in Palamau 11°16), Shahabad (9°44), 
Champaran (5°26), Gaya (7:64), Muzaffarpur (5°16), alasore (4°93), Darbhanga 
(4:74), and Monghyr oe); while in Darjeeling the erage was only *08, 
and in Lohardaga, Jalpaiguri, Rangpur, and Bogra it was below 1 per mille, 
or 09, °35, 44, and ‘76, respectively.

In Purnea, for example, though the avera 
for 1889-93 is 4°44, the statistics of mortality for the ten years 1884—93 yield 
an average death-rate of only 2°64, which compares favourably with Champaran 
G0)» Shahabad (2°85),*and Gaya (2 65), and certainly does not bear out the 
anitary Commissioner’s remark that the district is notorious for its cholera 
mortality. Conversely Dinajpur, which, on the figures for ten’ years, shows 
an average mortality of 8°64, the highest in the whole province, is entered in 
Dr. Gregg’s five-year table with a death-rate of only 1-08. The sanitary 
arrangements at airs seem to have been effective, and no outbreak of: disease 
oceurred at any of these gatherings.

As the: subheads of this statement do not correspond with those of F 
III annexed to the annua! Resolution on the Mawdeipul Reports, it is difficule 
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to say exactly what value should be attached to them. The accounts of the 
municipalities are kag for the financial year, and the attempt to draw up for 
the purposes of the Sanitary Commissioner’s report, special statistics dealing 
with the calendar year, must a gett lead to many mistakes and misunder- 
standings. The only course which will guarantee the presentation of correct 
f seems to be to base this section of the report upon the Jast financial 
,and to make no attempt to correlate the statistics with the mortality. 
ag case is it likely that expenditure on sanitary objects incurred during 
1894, could produce any appreciable effect on the mortality of that year; while , 
such expenditure incurred during the financial year 1893-94 might conceivably 
bring oat an improvement which would make itself apparent during the 
‘ogg ged 1894, For purposes of comparison therefore, nothing will be 
lost, while there will be gained the great aduagiege of knowing that the 
figures are correct. The Sanitary Commissioner should report specially on this

The statement in paragraph 68 of Dr, Grogg’s report, purporting to 
show’ the proportion ef municipal income spent by each. municipality on 
original and annually recurring sanitary works, confuses expenditure, met 
from Capital with pt Pi from Revenue, so that the figures do not lead up 
to the conclusion aimed at. The town of Arrah, which heads the list, as having 
devoted 77:73 per cent. of its municipal income to original works, in reality 
to oka large loan from Government. for the construction of its “water-works. 
It is therefore misledting to quote Arrah asthe municipality which has devoted 
the est percentage of its income to sanitary works,of an original nature. 
The value of the new statement included in paragraph 71 is greatly reduced by 
the doubts that must bé felt as to the accuracy of the average mortality eitered 
in coluunn 6. In every case the figures of column 6 are based wholly or in 
es on statistics collected during tho years when registration was conducted 
municipal agencies, and was shown to be quite untrustworthy. It is, moreover, 
not clear how the average entered in column 5 is calculated.

2,17,729 in 1893, while that of those in pro- 
gress in towns is estimated at Rs. 93,451, against Rs. 3,79,196 in the previous 
t, It is impossible to check these statistics, and Dr. Gregg himself qualifies 
them by the statement “as far as the figures have been supplied.” It is satis- 
factory to hear that the District Board of Backergunge is setting aside 
Rs, 10,000 a year for digging new tanks, and that the District Board of 
Burdwan proposes to undertake the drainage of a large number of villages in 
the unhealthy thana of Parbasthali. The cost of works carried out by private 
individuals during the year was Rs. 2,51,453, against Rs. 3,69,889 in 1893. 
These figures‘contradict the too sanguine conclusions put forward by the 
Sanitary Commissioner in paragraph 1 of his report as to the increased number 
of wells and tanks. With regard to the important question of the disposal of 
night-soil, the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that the Sanitary Commissioner may 
be justified in thinking that considerable improvement has taken place in the 
manner in which night-soil is trenched.” Sir Charles Elliott’s own experience 
leads him to entertain doubts on this point.

The preparation of the detailed drawings, however, has been postponed until the 
Board are satisfied that the river Bhagirathi will be a suitable source of supply 
for the scheme, and this cannot be done until the quality aud quantity of water 
has been tested when the river is at its lowest level. The Midnapore scheme was 
inspected by the Lieutenant-Governor in February last, and is a promising 
project: the cost of water-supply per head of waren will be ex¢eptiou 
low if the bottom of the proposed reservoir is ound capable of retaining water.

Surveys for sanitary works were made in the municipalities of, Howrah, 
Ranaghat, Kushtia, Rajpur, Gaye Kalna, Nadia, Santipur, and Kumarkhali, 
towards which more or less help has been given by the Sanitary Board. Other 
municipalities have applied for the services of trained surveyors, but the Sani-

The Annual Report on Emigration from the Port of Calcutta to British and Foreign \*

Dr, R. Macleod held the appointment of Protector of Emigrants from the 
commencement of thie year up to the 3rd April, when he proceeded on fur- 
lough for eight months ; he resumed charge of the office on the 8th December, 
Surgeon-Major E. Dobson having officiated for him in the interval. The 
report was punctually submitted. As usual, it is illustrated with two maps, which 
are intended to show in different colours—one the districts in whith emigrants 
wore registered, and the other the districts in which they were born. But by

Subsequently it was decided 
to withdraw this permission, as it was feared that the water might be rendered 
brackish by the leakage of the salt water. But before these orders were

It was found necessary to cancel 6 of the licenses 
during the year on account of the misconduct or unfitness of the recruiters. 

The number of intending emigrants registered was 26,707, so that, 
notwithstanding the increase in the number of recruiters, the average number of 
emigrants obtained by each recruiter rose from 17 in 1893 *to 26. Of 
the total number, 26,707, 2,508, or 9°39 per cent., were registered in Bengal,

The largest number of registrations were made in 
Fajzabad (3,088), followed by Benares (2,787), Cawnpore (2,359), Allahabad

Classifying the persons registered by the locality of their birth, we find that 
Only 12°4 per cent. of the whole are residents of Bengal and Bihar, 50°7 per 
cent. of North-Western Provinces, and 83:3) per cent. of Oudh, the remain- 
ing 35 per cent. being natives of other provinces. Taking individual dis- 
tricts, Basti suppliesthe largest number of emigrants, viz. 2,693, followed by 
Gonda and Azamgarh; Shahabad stands fourth with 1,500. None of the 2,482 
persons registered in the 24-Parganas, in Calcutta, Burdwan or Howrah appear 
to have been residents of those districts.

It is possible that these vessels had already a sufficient stock on board, but 
it seems hardly likely. It is the Protector’s duty to see to this and to ensure 
that the supply is not only sufficiently large, but sufficiently fresh. 

11. ln 1894, 3,804 emigrants returned from the several colonies, as com- 

; pared with 5,173 in the previous year, Except 

Returned emigrants. in the case of Guadeloupe and Bourbon, to which no 
emigrants were shipped, all the colonies returned a smaller number of emigrants 
than they received during the year. From Fiji, however, 1,039 returned as 
against 1,082 despatched. Five sailing-ships and ten steamers were engaged in 
bringing back the returned emigrants. The aggregate mortality among them 
was 82, or a percentage of 2°15 compared with 88 or 1:70 in1893. Thesavi 
brought home aggregated Rs. 5,94,965, yielding an average of Rs. 156 per es 
corresponding figures in the previous year being Rs. 7,21,986 and Rs, 189. 
Those who returned from Natal were, as in the previous year, the most fortunate 
as regards their average savings, which amounted to the considerable sum of 
Rs, 231-13-3 perhead. Mauritius in both years has proved the least profitable field 
for emigrants, the average savings amounting only to Rs, 25-1-6 in 1894 and 
Rs. 16-13-0 in 1893. 

12. During the year 498 estates, — ‘ns Rs. 83,093, came under adminis- 

2 als tration. this number, 258 estates, valued at 
ritaiate: tt ae Rs, 29,247, were finally sdtsinistaea 40 of these, 
valued at Rs, 1,587, lapsing to Government in the absence of heirs.

Compared with the previous year, there was a decrease of 28 in the number 
of estates administered, but an increase of Rs. 5,892 in their value. Prompt 
enquiries are said to be instituted by the Colonial authorities of Demerara, 
Natal and Fiji, on the decease of an emigrant, but His Honour regrets to | 
learn that this is not the case in Mauritius, where years are sometimes allowed 
to elapse before the Protector of Emigrants is communicated with. The 
attention of the Government of India will be drawn to this neglect with Pe 
to its being remedied.

at Owing to the large increase in the number of emigrants despatched, 
: there was a corresponding increase in the receipts, 
edith cre which are derived solely from the fee of Rs, 3 
charged for each emigrant. The total reached Rs. 48,456, or Rs, 18,186 in 
excess of that of the previous year. The expenditure was only Rs. 31,794-14, 
showing a petty increase over that of 1893. This total includes only the pay 
of Government officers, i.c., the Protector of Emigrants and the medical officers, 
and the cost of office establishment and of fees paid to registering clerks. 
Nothing is known of the cost of emigration to the colonies, which includes the 
pay of the Agents, the cost of recruiting, and of the voyage, and many other 
items, 

The year closed wih a credit peat me 36,007 -2. Te coge of 
Emigrants suggests that in view of the large balance, it ma possible to 
reduce the amount of the fee, but the fluctuations in the soqbisitiane for labourers 
in past years show that the result of one year is not sufficient to¥ustify any 
action being taken. ; 

14. e Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to record his satisfaction with 
some branches of the working of the department during the year. The large 
requisitions from the colonies were fully and successfully met without increased 
expenditure, but he cannot pass over without particular comment the great 
number of rejections that occur among the registered coolies. His Honour 
trusts that this question will receive the personal attention of the Protector and

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aS tm unusual distribution of rainfall which was noted as a prominent feature of the 
| weather during the previous week ending on the 22nd, has continued during the ‘one now 
under review. The irregularity is even more marked, and is due to a similar arrangement of 
pressure, viz., relatively low pressure in the north-west of the Bay which has caused the 
‘moist sea current to take a more westerly direction instead of over East and North Bengal. 
" The low pressure which contibued throughout the week over the north of the Bay, developed 
into a somewhat severe cyclovic storm during the last few days, and during the existence of 
this disturbance very heavy rain fell over the whole of Orissa, 

On the 28rd, the first day of the week, a local but rather rapid fall of pressure over 
Orissa resulted in a shallow depression over the north of the Bay and the adjoining land. 
The depression moved slowly to the westward with a cyclonic cirqnlation of light winds, and 
caused heavy rain and low temperature, in Orissa during its passage. On the 24th the centre 
of the wind circulation was not far from Chaibassa, where pressure was lowest, but the 
depression had become very diffused, and rainfall was light even in Orissa. On the 25th 
there was a slow rise of pressure in Orissa and Chota Nagpur and a slow fall in 
other districts—changes which, though unimportant in themselves, appear to have led 
to the beginning of.the cyclonic storm towards the end of the week, The immediate 
result was that the area of lowest pressure was again over the north-west angle of the Bay, 
Winds were again cyclonic over that area aud easterly inland. The depression on the 25th 
was very slight, as defect at the coast stations in Arakan, Bengal, and Orissa was very little 
over *05 inch, while in the south of the Bay and in the nortiern’ districts of Bengal the 
distribution was very nearly normal. Duriug these days unusually fine weather prevailed 
over a great part of the province. Tne skies were lightly clouded, rainfall scattered, and 
temperature above the normal by about 2°, 

On the 26th a fairly rapid fall of pressure prevailed in the east of the Bay, and led 
to defect of between ‘] inch and ‘15 inch over the part of the Bay between Orissa and Arakan. 
The depression became more distinct, with its centre in the north-west angle, and cyclonic 
winds obtained over a considerable area, of moderate strength in the south of the Bay, but 
very light on its northern side. During the next two days it slowly changed its position, but 
steadily developed, and weather became squally over the greater part of the Bay. Wind 
remained south-westerly at Diamond Island, and increased daily in strength, the highest 
velocity being 20 miles an hour on the 27th aud 28th, As the area of lowest pressure moved 
slowly to the north-westward, very heavy rain fell in Orissa, On the morning of the 27th, 
Puri reported nearly 8 inches and Cuttack 3 inches. On the 28th pressure fell rapidly at 
Sangor Island and Balasore, and the centre of the depression passed the coast line between 
these two stations some time during the day. The lowest readings of the barometer were 
under 29°2 inches, and the greatest defect was about a third of an inch. Oa the 29th the 
centre was vear Chaibassa, moving rather rapidly towards the north-west. 

While the depression was deepening in the north of the Bay, gradients became 
graduaily steeper over Benga). On the 26th the difference between the lowest aud highest 
readings at Saugor Island and Jalpaiguri, respectively, was only “08 inch. On the 27th it 
had increased to -14 inch, on the 28th to “27 inch, and on the 29th the difference between 
Chaibassa and Dhubri was about °35 inch. This steady steepening of the gradient from 
north-east to south-west led to strong winds over the whole province, Rainfall was light in 
all districts except Orissa, Chota Nagpur and tbe adjacent part of South-West Bengal 

After the ceutre of the disturbance crossed the coast, strong southerly winds blew on the 
coast of Orissa and at Saugor Island. The squally weather, however, which followed the 
area of lowest pressure continued in the north-west angle for but a short time, as this pres- 
sure distribution recovered more rapidly than usual. 

Pressure has heen below the normal throughout the weok in the southern districts, but 
Spore was a small excess in the north of the province during the early part, As the depres- 

n developed there was defect everywhere—greatest at some of the south-western stations, 

where it became as, much as a third of an inch. Mean pressure is therefore below the 

| normal at all stations by amounts varying from ‘02 inch iu the north of the province to “15 
inch at Cuttack. 

; emp.rature has been low in Orissa and part of South-West Bengal and Chota 

Nagpur, wut in the other districts, owing to the comparatively clenr skies and scanty rainfall,

It will be seen that there was a considerable falling off in the supply of 
coolies obtained through licensed recruiters and a slight increase. in those 
recruited under the garden sardar system and under the free system. Taking 
all classes of emigrants together, the result of the year’s operations is an insigni- 
ficant increase in the number who reached their destinations in the labour 
districts compared with 1893, namely, from 49,801 to 50,217. 

The most noticeable features of the year’s report are, first the marked signs 
of the approaching extinction of the system of recruiting by licensed contrac- 
tors, secondly the tendency to rely more on the Special Local Agents for the 
supply of labour, and thirdly the diminution in the number of licenses taken 
out by local agents. 
13, Casualties. —Not only was the total number of emigrants who reached the 
-Jabour districts almost the same in the year under review as in the previous year, 
put the total number of casualties also varied but little, being 1,724 in 1894 and 
_ 1,764 in 1893, ‘The deaths from cholera unfortunately rose from 17 in 1893 
to 118 in the year under report, and the deaths from other causes from 25 to44; 
* the death-rate per mille was 3°11 against ‘85 in 1893, A large proportion of 
the deaths (103 out of 162) were amongst free coolies. His Honour trusts 
that the more stringent rules that will shortly issue under Act I (B.C.) of 1889, 
for regulating the sanitation of free coolies during their journey will bring about 
a reduction in the mortality in future. 
he 14. The Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to record his satisfaction with the 
‘efficient manner in which Dr. R. Macleod, Superintendent of Emigration, and his 
locum tenens, Surgeon Major Dobson, performed their duties during the year, but

. 4. Origin of tenures. —Mr. Nolan in aragraph 6 of his Note gives an 
interesting account (which deserves to be read in extenso) of the rents evied by 
‘the Bhutan Government and the system of tenures which existed when the 
country passed from it to the British Government. Under Bhutan land was left 
rent-free for five years after the forest had been cut, and was then assessed at 
area rates according to the hdl, or plough, a local measure of about five acres. 
In the Sidli Duar (in Assam) (there is no record showing the area rates in the 
other Duars) the charge was Re. }-14 per Adi, or 6 annas an acre for rupit land, 
all other classes of soil being granted to residents free of charge, while strangers 
were charged Rs. 2-8 a Adi, or & annas an acre, for land of every kind.

The results of observations at the Alipore Observatory are not rigorously comparable with 
the registers of past years (at the Park Street Observatory). The barometer is about 3 feet 
higher at Alipore, and, other things being equal, reads therefore ‘003 lower. The diurnal range of

Tux cyclonic storm which had been the principal feature of the weather in Bengal and 
the north of the Bay during the week ending on the 29th June had moved towards the 
north-west, but was influencing conditions in the west of the province, 

On the 80th June, the first day of the week under review, pressure was still low in the 
west of Bihar, and gradients were steep from east to west, especially in the northern districts, 
During the preceding twenty-four hours there had been a very rapid increase of pressure in 
Chota Nagpur and a rise of more than a tenth of an inch in Orissa and South-West Bengal, 
while a atlllorata fall had prevailed in Bihar. Rainfall was still very general over the whole 
province except in Orissa and the extreme north of Bihar, but falls were not more than 
moderate except in East Bengal and at Darjeeling and Kurseong. As the heavy rainfall 
had been confined to Orissa and Chota Nagpur, temperature was still about 5° below the 
normal in these districts, while in the central districts and Bihar there was a small defect. 
In Assam and North Bengal, on the other hand, temperature was above the normal. On 
the 1st of July the rapid rise of pressure in Bihar, and moderate changes elsewhere resulted 
in an almost normal distribution. With the clearing skies temperature rose very quickly, 
the change beginning in Orissa and extending northwards over the province, so that by 
Tuesday, the 2nd, there was excess in means for the day at nearly all stations, 

After the recovery of pressure and a return of comparatively settled weather, the 

. pressure distribution underwent but little change during the remaining days of the week. 
Lhe uniformity, however, was a more distinct feature than usual, and a very shallow depres- 
sion appeared over the centre of the province, Round this low pressure area winds took 
irregular cyclonic directions, and instead of blowing from the east in Bihar, as they generally 
do at this season of the year, the prevailing direction was from the west. 

In Lower Bengal conditions became more normal after the changes referred to above. 
For the past two or three weeks the monsoon current has been diverted towards the west, 
instead of moving northwards over Hast Bengal, but on the Ist of J uly southerly winds 

revailed, and from then till the end of the week the south or south-easterly winds in East 
engal showed that the moist winds from the east of the Bay were moving in their custom- 
ary channel. The effect of this on the rainfall distribution is already apparent, as the 


average fall for this week in East Bengal is almost normal, whereas in the previous weeks 


. there was a large deficiency. But the difference in North Bengal is not so marked, though 
thére also the rainfall has been more heavy. In the previous week the average fall was 
about a sixth part, while this week it is more than half the normal. 

The low pressure area, which became fairly well marked on the 2nd, was more distinct 


gn the 3rd, and the centre of the wind circulation appeared to be in the east of Bihar or in 


* North Bengal. he distribution, however, was so uniform that the somewhat irregular 
. changes of the 4th gave rise to a number of local areas of low pressures, and these to thunder- 
storms which caused general but irregular, and in places very heavy rainfall. 

As lowest pressure on this day was over Bihar, the depression was moving slowly 
towards the north, On the 5th changes continued small, but a fail in the central districts 
and a rise elsewhere caused the shallow depression to become more distinct with a more 
regular circulation of winds. Heavy rain again fell in places, chiefly in Chota Nagpur and 
the extreme north of Assam and North Bengal. On the 6th pressure rose everywhere, 
moderately in the southern districts, and slowly further north, and the depression was being 
forced up against the hills, where it became diffused on the following day. 

Pressure-—After the rapid recovery in the western districts during the two first days of 
the week, changes were unimportant, and readings nearly normal. Means for the week differ 
but little from their normal values. In Orissa the difference is only a few thousandths of 
aninch. In the other districts there is defect, varying from ‘01 inch in South-West Bengal 
to ‘04 inch in Assam. 

Temperature.—W hile the general rainfall continued in the early part of the week, tempera- 
ture was below the normal everywhere, especially in Orissa and Chota Nagpur. The 
recovery was quick after the cloudy weather passed away, and for several days mean tempera- 
ture was high by between 2° and 3°. When the disturbed weather became more decided 
towards the end of the week, comparatively low temperature again prevailed. The means for 
the larger subdivisions are above the normal in all districts except Chota Nagpur, excess of 
more than 1° occurring only in Assam and East and North Bengal. 

Rainfall—Though there has been a good deal of rain during the week, the slight break

STATEMENT OF THE COURSE OF LEGISLATION. 


The Hon’ble raz Preswenr said;—‘ Before beginning the work of the 
Council,.I wish briefly to state that the work of the Session which is now com- — 
mencing is summed up in the List of Business which lies before Hon’ble iMembers.

(0) Is it true.as stated in the petition of Tarak Chunder Bose in the case 
referred to in the preceding question, that the Inspector-General of. Police 
found fault with the police in the Faridpur district for their want of success in 
dealing. with dacoity cases, and that several cases. of dacoity’reported by the 

police to be false have resulted in the conviction of the persons accused, which 
convictions were upheld by the High Court? 


The Hon'ble Mr. Corton replied— 


“The attention of Government was called to.the case in. question, and a 
report was called for from the Magistrate through the Commissioner, which has 
lately been received. It appears that the facts are on the whole as stated in the 
Hon'ble Member's question. The complaint was.rejected by the police as false ; 
but on the plaintiff filing a petition, a preliminary enquiry was ordered, which 
was conducted by a Deputy Mugistrate, who reported that though the charge of 
dacoity was false, the plaintiff had been robbed. The Magistrate read this 
report and held that the evidence recorded did not bear out the conclusion, and 
that the whole story was incredible, and he ordered the plaintiff to be prosecuted 

nder section 211 for-a false complaint. The High Court on appeal reversed 
this order, and directed that the Deputy Magistrate who held the enquiry should 
go on with it, and determine judicially whether process should ‘issue against the 
persons accused, or else consider- whetlier it: is a fit- case in which to direct a 
prosecution for false complaint, On receipt of these orders; as the first Deputy: 
Magistrate had only second: class rs, the case was made over for trial’ to: 
another and full-powered Deputy Magistrate, who eventually held the charge to 
be proved, and committed the accused to the Sessions.

The Hon’ble Banu SurenpranatH Banersce asked— 


Whether the attention of Government has been called to the facts 
of a case recently published in the Amrita Bazar Patrika of the 14th June 
last,in which one Kanti Chandra Ghose was charged with murder by the District 
Superintendent of Police at Chittagong? Is it true,as stated in the Patrika, 
that Kanti Chandra Ghose was arrested on.a charge of murdering his servant 
upon an anonymous application in which his name was not even mentioned, but 
that one Kanti Chandra Roy was charged by the writer of the anonymous

ing the restrictions to be ea upon them. A provisional order is an 
elaborate set of rules which guide and control the company. It has no effect — 
whatever until it is confirmed by a special Act of Parliament. A special |, 
private Act is introduced confirming the order of the Board of Trade, and then 
the order cf the Board of Trade has the force of law. The third method is that _ 
of a license, which contains details similar to those of a uproriaaeel order, but differs 
from it in some material respects. The Board of Trade, in whose hands the 
entire administration of this department rests, have always discouraged licenses _ 
and have encouraged promoters to apply for provisional orders, and very few 
licenses have therefore been granted under the Act. Nearly all the companies 
in England have been enabled to undertake their work by means of proyisi sh 
orders. I will explain briefly the salient. distinctions between a license anda 
provisional order. A provisional order is without limit of time. A company is — 
granted its ty a indefinitely, but there is a clause in the Act of 1882 which ~ 
empowers the local authority over the area to which the order extends to purchase sm 
the undertaking on the expiration of twenty-one years. This period having been

It is 
thought that a period of twenty-one years is sufficiently long to attract capital 
in India, and as long as it is prudent to grant as the term of any license, 
especially when it is remembered that the action taken under this Act is neces- 

sarily of a somewhat experimental character. 

“Turning to the provisions of the Act, I desire to invite the attention of the 
Council to a few points. You will observe that the short title of the Act is the 
‘Calcutta Electric Lighting Act.’ But in point of fact this Act follows the 
phraseology, as far as possible, of the English Law. Its object is not to supply 
electric lighting, but, as you will see from the preamble, it is a Bill to facilitate 
and regulate the supply of electricity for lighting and other purposes. It is not 
intended to limit the provisions of the Act to electric lighting in any way. 
There are other acs to which I hope electricity will be devoted, and to 
which companies formed under the provisions of this Act will, I trust, devote 
their ies. I merely throw out as a suggestion the substitution of electric 
tram or the tramways which we see in Calcutta drawn by horses, That 
would be an immense improvement when the tropical heat of Calcutta is con- 
sidered. It would be a great benefit both to the publi¢-and the wretched 
horses employed, if electricity could be substituted for the ee means of 

.. Throughout the Act you will find that it contemplates the supply 
of electricity, and not electric lighting only. That in fact is one of the main 
principles of the Bill, and it follows in this respect the English Act. 

** Section 3 of the Bill empowers the Local Government, which, as I have 
already said, takes the place of the Board of Trade, to grant licenses, and 

- folloy the precedent of the English Law, it insists on the consent of the 
local authority ay first obtained. Now in England when a license is granted, 
the consent of the local authority is absolutely a condition precedent. Unless 
that consent is obtained, a license cannot be given. In the case of a provisional 
order the Board of Trade are vested with powers to interfere, and, if they see 

sufficient reason, to overrule any objection which may be made by a local 
authority. It has been deemed fit to introduce a similar provision in ‘this Bill. 

The Council will see that there is a proviso that if the Local Government, 

after due iry, are satisfied that the local authority has no sufficient reason 
for withho its consent, the Local Government may overrule the local 
authority and grant a license. . 
| “Tn the amending law, the English Act of 1888, there isa very important 
bs eee mending the first Act, which enacts that the grant of authority to an under- 
fa, supply section’ in any area shall not in any way prevent the gonens 
ise or provisional order to any other person or authority within the same 
t is to say, this clause legislates against monopolies; it declares that no 
shall be granted a monopoly. That clause of the section is not 
in the present Bill, and it will be for the consideration of the Select 
whether a pene paprets: should be introduced by law.

odu hat to all intents and purposes the grant of a provisional 
lic Act is equivalent to a monopoly.

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“This Bill, following the English Act, contemplates the grant of licenses: 
for particular areas. As you all know, in London the metropolis is as it were — 
mapped out. Wherever there is a demand for electric lighting the local area is 
defined, and the provisional order relates to that particular area gnd no other. — 
In the same way it is contemplated that Calcutta may be mapped out; or it 
may be possible that one single area may suffice for the whole of Caleutta. 
These are matters which will have to be considered by the Government before — 
a license is granted. In England the generating stations are sometimes of very 
vast size, and the largest of all the Electric Companies has, I understand, its 

_ generating station in Deptford, seven miles at least from the locality supplied 
with electricity. ‘This implies that the capital of the company is very ees: 
That is not likely to be the case in this country, but the fact shows that electri- 
city can be supplied for lighting and other purposes from a very considerable 
distance, and it may be unnecessary to divide Calcutta into different areas, if a 
company is formed with sufficient resources to afford the supply ofyelectricity 
which may be required. 

“ Section 4 of the Bill relates to the making of rules, and section 5 to the 
conditions to be inserted in the license. The rules are intended to regalate 
the procedure to be followed in applying for a license. In section 4, by some 
oversight of the drafter, clause (a) has found a place by mistake. It provides 
for the making of rules for securing the public from personal injury.) ‘That is a 
clause which finds its place in the conditions of the license, and ought to be 
inserted in section 5 alone. That provision is based on the English law, and 
has reference to the conditions to be mentioned in the license. I need hardly 
say that the conditions to be mentioned in the license are an important factor 
with which the public is concerned The Act itself is a mere skeleton; the 

flesh and blood will be found in the license to be ultimately granted, The 

fowm of a license is identical with the form of a provisional order. There are 

many such orders granted, and intending undertakers will experience no 
difficulty in finding what a license is likely to contain. The Board of Trade 
have prescribed what they call a model provisional order which, subject to such 
modifications as the conditions of time and place may render necessary, will 
doubtless be the model upon which licenses will be granted under this section. 
It is suggested by the Trades’ Association that the law should contain a pro- 
vision for the limitation of the price to be charged for the supply of the 
electricity. That is a point which will be fully dealt with in the license. The 
schedule to the model provisional order states the maximum price to be charged. 
I have seen some provisional orders in which the prices are somewhat different — 
from those contained in the model order, but, whatever the maximum price may . 
be, that is a detail which need not be contained in the Act, but will find a place 
in the provisional order or license. In the same way the Engineer to the 
Calcutta Corporation has suggested that provision should be made for the 
preparation of maps; now, maps are no doubt very necessary, but the law does 
not provide for them, it is a detail which is left to the framers of the license, 

“The sections of the Act which follow, sections 6 to 11, are very important; 
they relate to the right the undertakers or company who supply electricity 
have to break up streets and adopt all other measures which are necessary for 
laying down their works. These provisions are taken with slight modifications 
from the Indian Gas Works Act of 1857, modified slightly with reference to 
the English Gas Works Acts of 1845 and 1871. The English Electrie Lighting 
Act merely declares that the procedure under the Gas Works Act for these 
purposes shall be held to apply. 

‘Section 13 touches on a very burning question, namely, the right of the 
undertakers to erect aboveground works, %.¢c., whether the Coateloing alias 
go above the road or below it. This is a matter which has been under con- 
sideration in England on many occasions. ‘The lish Act requives the 

express consent of the local authority befére overhead wires can be erected. — 

It was thought, however, that such sanction would not afford a sufficient 

ae in this country, and in place of the consent of the ‘local authority,’ 
Bill contains the words ‘ express consent of the Local Government,’ There — 

is no doubt that overhead wires are a source of danger. The wire by which an — 
electric current is maintained for the supply of electricity is of different material, — 
and much thicker and heavier than the electric wire by telephone companies. 
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by notice require any persons so usin _or supplying any electric line 
socks to con ba ne sn regulations ix the interest of public safety, 
may be prescribed, and that in default thereof the removal of such 
works may be ordered, and heavy penalties imposed. It will be for the con-— 
sideration of the Select Committee whether a similar clause should not be 
introduced into this Bill. I am disposed to think that possibly it will be 
desirable to-do so. In England there have been conspicuous cases, as, for 
instance, the famous Company known as the Sir Coutts Lindsa: Company, who 
started their works as a sort of free lance, They never applied for a rovisional — 
order or license, or anything of the sort, but distributed electricity: ly, and 
adjusted all disputes by compromise with the people who were injuriously 
affected by their works; they mre compromised not only with local 
authorities, but also with all individuals who objected to their overhead wires, 
or to any other proceedings which they adopted. At last the Sir Coutts 
Lindsay Company, foreseeing difficulties, went into liquidation, and re-opened 
under the name of the very largest Company which exists, namely, the 
London Electric Supply Company. But the origin of that Company was 
irregular, and it gave rise to the clause ia the ending Act of 1888 to ‘which 
T have referred. Other companies followed their example and carried on trade 
in several places, in Brighton and elsewhere, but thoy did not succeed; and it 
is a matter for consideration whether we should not bring similar undertakings, 
if they should be attempted in India, under regulation anil 

“These are tho observations’ I have deemed it nec to make in 
introducing this Bill. I am ‘afraid I have been somewhat tedious, and have 
addressed you longer than, perhaps, some of you had expected; but I feel that 
this is a very important measure, and that the meaning of it is, perhaps, not very 
_ clearly apprehended, it may be by Hon’ble Members, and certainly not by the 









oerg generally: and it is perhaps, therefore, not inconvenient that I should — 


ave explained in this Council at some length the objects of the Bill and the 
character of its provisions. It is very necessary that this Bill should be carefull 
examined in Select Committee, and’ I have no doubt this will be done. We 
cannot but feel that this is the first attempt which has been made in India to 
meet such a very technical and difficult matter as the regulation of the supply 
of electricity, and that our present Bill may become the model for legislation in 
other Presidencies. If such is the case, I can only trust that it will be found a. 
safe model for other legislatures to follow. * 

“With these remarks, I have the honourto apply to you, Sir, to suspend the

__ “On the last occasion when the Calcutta Port Act came under amendment, 
e ‘the meeting of this Council on the 13th of April last, I explained that the 
ment which I have now to introduce formed part of the original proposal 
to amend the Port Act. It was, however, introduced at a comparatively late 

men gov the proposal as a whole had been referred to the Government of 
India for the consideration of the Secretary of State, and this particular 
amendment was held to be of a sufficiently important character to render it 
nec to make a further reference to the Government of India and the 
Secretary of State. That is the reason why this amendment was not introduced 
with the group of proposals which the Council then had before them. 
‘J will now explain as briefly as possible the reasons which render this 
particular amendment of the Port Act necessary. The Port Commissioners 
a large amount of land adjoining their foreshore. This land is vested 
in them; they have let out portions in plots to various persons, and on such 
portions and plots shops, huts, and so forth have been built. Upto the time 
when the Calcutta Port Act of 1890 was passed, and probably for some time 
afterwards—as far as I can make out from the papers—these huts and shops, 
together with the portions of land on which they stand, were assessed for the 
p of municipal taxation under what are called the bustee provisions of the 
leutta Municipal Act. That is to say, the Port Commissioners were treated 
in the same way as the owners of bustee lands in other parts of Calcutta. 
They were called upon to supply the information necessary to enable the 
valuation to be made. The entire amount of the assessment was, in the first 
instance, collected from them, subject to a deduction of one-eighth to cover the 
cost of collection, and they were enabled afterwards to collect from the owners 
of the huts and shops, and so forth the entire amount of municipal assessment 
on these buildings, and half the amount of municipal assessment on the land on 
which they stood. ; 

t “ With the passing of the Calcutta Port Act of 1890, all this came to an end. 
Section 59 of that Act provides a special procedure for valuing the Port Com- 
missioners’ property for the purposes of municipal assessment. Their entire 
property, the vr machinery, land, and so forth, is valued with reference 
to the expenditure which has been incurred upon it, and five per cent. on the 

regate expenditure is taken to be the annual value of the property, and on 
that annual valuation the municipal rates are assessed at the rates authorized by 
the Calcutta Municipal Act. he practical result of this, with reference to 
ese huts, is that from the passing of the Port Act they could neither be valued 
ea the purposes of municipal taxation, nor could any tax be assessed upon 

em, . 

“There are two possible modes of procedure by which these huts can be 
dealt with for purposes of municipal taxation. One is the procedure laid down 
in Municipal Act for dealing with bustee property ; the other the procedure 
authorised in the case of ordinary properties. The bustee procedure could not 

___ be applied, because it contemplates assessment and collection through the owners 

of the land. Tho owners of tho land in this case are the Port Commissioners 
and they haying already been assessed on their lands it was held by learn 
Counsel to whom this question was referred that they could not be assessed 

again. The other possible procedure—and this experiment was actually tried

“The result of this failure to proceed under any law at present in 
that the Corporation stand to lose, and have actually lost, I understand, in the 
past two years or so, a matter of Rs. 20,000 or Rs. 25,000 a year.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEROROLOGIOALAND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 


TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS» 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF JUNE 1895. 


. Tax chief peculiarities in the weather which obtained during June are :— 

1. The high pressure which prevailed over the province, and the consequent uniform 
distribution over the area, including the Bay as well as the land. 

‘The easterly winds which were due to the pressure distribution, and the westerly 
deflection of the moist current from the Bay towards the Orissa coast. 

8. As this was much more marked during the present year than is usually the case, 
weather has been less cloudy in Assam, North Bengal, and also in East Bengal, and tempera- 
ture has been higher, as compared with the normal, than iu the westera districts. 

4. he influence of the pressure distribution is, however, much more marked in the 
rainfall distribution, as the average fall in East and North Bengal is less than half the 
normal, while in Orissa it is more than double, and very little short of 20 inches. The 
difference inthe other districts is small, but there is excess in Chota Nagpur and part of 
South-West Bengal and defect in Bihar. 

5. The first storm of the monsoon season became fairly well defined on the 17th, and 
soon afterwards crossed the Orissa coast. The second depression of any importance was 
towards the end of the month, and it also developed in the north-west angle, but crossed the 
coast between Saugor Island and Balasore. 

During the intervening days a shallow low pressure area remaioed in the south-western 
districts or the north-west angle of the Bay, altering its position irregularly with the small 
pressure changes which then obtained. At one time it was over South-West Beogal, at 
another in the angle of the Bay, and again in Orissa. Though it had little influence in 
causing disturbed weather, the light cyclonic circulation gave rise to heavy rain in the parts 
affected. It ultimately appeared to develop into the storm at the end of the month. 

During the first half of the month there were few changes of importance. Pressure con- 
tinued high, and fine weather generally obtained. Local changes resulted in thunderstorms 
which caused occasional heavy rainfall, but throughout this part of the month, the average 
fall was below the normal over the whole province, more so in the second than the first week, 
and especially in the north and east. An important difference is shown in the changes 
which took place during these two weeks. Asa rule, at this season of the year any. change 
in weathor is first felt in the eastern districts, and from there spreads westwards over the 
province, This arrangement obtained in the first week, as far as rainfall and temperature 
were affected. But during the second, though pressure remained very high at all stations, 
the slow downward change which then set in, somewhat more rapidly in Assam and North 
Bengal, was followed by westerly winds and a series of thunderstorms which began in the 
west and extended towards the north-east. A fall of temperature followed the rainfall, 
beginning in the south-west and advancing towards the north-east, and by the 11th there 
was defect in mean temperature over the whole province except in North Bongal and part of 
Assam, where there was still excess of two or three degrees. 

As pressure continued to give way over Bengal and Assam, readings became relatively 
low in the east, and westerly winds set in, at first in Assam, and afterwards over the whole 

. of the province of Bengal. On the 12th, directions were south-west or west in East Bengal 
and Assam, and on the 13th the only easterly winds were reported from the west of Bihar. 
When this westerly current became general, temperature rose steadily, and fine calm weather 
prevailed for two or three days, but a second series of thunderstorms iaoved across the 
province from the south-west on the 14th and 15th, being on the latter date confined chiefly 
to Bihar and North Bengal. 

The steady fail of pressure which had continued with little interruption during the 
second week almost entirely removed the large excess which had previously obtained, and 
at the same time a depression began to form in the east of the Bay. Strong westerly winds 
were blowing across the south of the Bay towards the low pressure area, which moved slowly 
towards the north-west and became well defined not far from the Orissa coast about the 
17th. The wind system over Bengal again became easterly us the depression moved north- 
wards, and this easterly circulation was an important feature of the weather during the 
latter half of the month, as to its steady existence the irregular distribution of the rainfall 
appears to be due. 

The depression became better defined on the 17th, and the oyclonic circulation more 
regular. On the 18th its centre was not far from the Orissa coast, and though the down- 
ward changes of pressure were only slow in the west of the Bay, the depression had concen- 
trated in consequence of a rise which had prevailed both to the north-west and south-east of 
it. This rise was rapid in the south of Burmah and brisk in the west of Bihar. On the 
morning of the 19th the centre of the depression was still to the east of Orissa, but about 
noon it crossed the coast between False Point and Puri, moving in a westerly direction. The 
fall of pressure had remaived slow in the north-west angle of the Bay. On the other hand, 
the rise was agaia rapid in Burmah, and gradients were much steeper over the Bay. Strong 
winds developed and followed the depression into the north-west angle, while the steeper 
gtadients over the province were attended by strong easterly winds at all stations. General 
rain fell on the 19tb, the heaviest being in Orissa near the centre of the disturbance, 

After the centre crossed the coast the depression soon filled up, and the squally weather 
moderated very quickly—a change which was probably due to the recovery of pressure which 
had followed the disappearance of another depression on the west coast of India, This rise 
extended eastward over the while of India. : Wace 

‘The monsoon weather which the depression produced over Bengal continued for pict 
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_ which appeared over the north of the Bay and South-West Bengal on tho 2st. On that day 
there was a rapid rise of pressure in Orissa and Chota Nagpur, and a brisk fall over Assam 
and North Bengal. Probably it was owing to the irregularity of these changes that this low 
“nasi area formed, but it was attended by a cyclonic circulation of light winds and by 

eavy rainfall in South-West Bengal and the east of Chota Nagpur. Meanwhile in 
North Bengal rainfall had to a large extent ceased, «nd though still general in Hast Bengal, 
it was light. In North Bihar also, owing to the northerly winds due to tho pressure distribu- 
tion, rainfall was becoming scattered. On the 22nd, the low pressure area was in the north 
of South-West Bengal. On the 23rd a rapid but local fall of pressure over Orissa trans- 
ferred it to that area and the adjacent part of the sea. On the 24th it was not far from 





Chaibassa, but it had become very diffused, On the 25th thore was a slow rise of pressure in 


Orissa and Chota Nagpur, aud a slow fall elsewhere—changes which, though unimportant in 
themselves, appear to have led to the beginning of the cyclonic storm which controlled the 
weather during the last few days of the month. The immediate result of the changes was a 
diffused depression again over the north-west angle of the Bay. Winds were again cyclonic 
’ there and easterly inland, but the depression was so slight that defect was only ‘05 inch in 
Bengal, Arakan and Orissa, while further south readings were nearly normal. During these 
days unusually fine weather prevailed over a great part of the province. The skies were 
lightly clouded, rainfall scattered, and temperature about 2° above the normal, 

On the 26th a fairly rapid fall of pressure prevailed in the east of the Bay and led to 
defect of between ‘1 inch and ‘15 inch over the part of the Bay between Orissa and Arakan, 
The depression became more distinct, with its centre in the north-west angle, and cyclonic 
winds prevailed over a considerable area, of moderate strength in the south of the Bay, but 
very light on its northern side. During the next two days it slowly changed its position, but 
steadily developed, and weather became squally over the greater part of the Bay. Wind 
remained south-westerly at Diamond Island, and increased daily in strength, the highest 
velocity being 20 miles an hour on the 27th and 28th. As the area of lowest pressure moved 
slowly to the north-westward, very heavy rain fell in Orissa. On the morning of the 27th, 
Puri reported nearly 8 inches and Outtack 3 inches. On the 28th pressure fell rapidly at 
Saugor Island and Balasore, and the centre of the depression passed the coast line between 
these two stations some time during the day. The lowest readings of the barometer were 
under 29°2 inches, and the greatest defect was about a third of an inch. On the z9th the 
centre was near Chaibassa, moving rather rapidly towards the north-west. On the 30th it 
had entered the North-West Provinces, and pressure was rising very rapidly in Chota Nagpur 
and South-West Bengal and changing slightly in Bihar. 

While the depression wes deepening in the north of the Bay, gradients became 
gradually steeper over Bengal. On the 26th the difference between the lowest and highest 
readings at Saugor Island and Jalpaiguri, respectively, was only ‘08 inch. On the 27th it 
had increased to ‘14 inch, on the 28th to ‘27 inch, and on the 29th the difference, between 
Chaibassa and Dhubri was about ‘35 inch. This steady steepening of the gradient from 
north-east t@ south-west led to strong winds over the whole province. Rainfall was light in 
all districts except Orissa, Chota Nagpur, and the adjacent part of South-West Bengal. 

After the centre of the disturbance crossed the coast, strong southerly winds blew on 
the coast of Orissa and at Saugor Island. The squally weather, however, which followed the 
area of lowest pressure continued in the north-west angle for but a short timee, as the pres- 
sure distribution recovered more rapidly than usual. 

Pressure in the early part of the month remained high over the whole province, and as 
excess diminished towards the south of the Bay, where it was very slight, the distribution was 
unusually uniform. From the 9th to the 17th readings steadily diminished, and the difference 
from the normal was then small .in Bengal, but was over ‘15 inch in the east of the Bay, 
where the first depression was developing. After that the downward changes were slow even 
near the centre of the disturbance, and the recovery was complete on the 21st. From the 
22nd to the 27th changes were never large, but they were more irregular than usual, and 
generally with a downward tendency. As the second depression developed, readings became 
very low in South-West Bengal and Orissa, and on the morning of the 28th, shortly before 
the centre crossed the coast, there was defect of ‘3 inch at Suaugor Island and Balasore. On 
the 29th it was still falling in Chota Nagpur, but on the 30th the recovery was very quick, 
the rise being a quarter of an inch in Chaibassa. Mean pressure for the whole month is 
above the normal at all stations, by about ‘01 inch in Orissa, and by slowly increasing 
amounts towards the north, where it is *05 inch. 

Temperature has been below the normal in the south-western districts and generally high 
in the east and north, In the early part of the month there was a fall in North Bengal and 
Assam, when thunderstorms Foe in these parts, but during the latter half there was an 
almost steady excess of one or two degrees. In the south-western districts defect was as 
much as 5° when the depressions were crossiug these parts, and generally throughout the 
month there has been a small defect. The means for the month are below the normal in 
Orissa, Chota Nagpur, and South-West Bengal by about 1°, and above in the other districts, 
by 07 in East Bengal and Bihar, by 1° in North Bengal, and 1°7 ia Assam. 

Rainfall.—As stated above, the rainfall distribution has been very different from that 
usual during June. In Orissa the falls reported from the various stations vary from 
15 inches to 26 inches, and the average is 18°58 inches. ‘These amounts are’all greatly in 
excess, the differences from the normal varying from 8°6 inches at Jagatsingpur to 17:84 
inches at Kendrapara. Hast and North Bengal, an the other hand, have received less than 

_ half the usual fall, The average fall in North Bengal is 7:53 inches as compared with a 
opie fall of 17:57 inches, and in East Bengal 8:49 inches as compared with 18°16 inches— 
'” im each case about 10 inches in defect. Chota Nagpur is the only other district, except Orissa, 
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ormal amount, but the excess is less than 1 inch, while 
in South-West Bengal defect is nearly 2 inches, and in Bibar more than 2 inches. : 

Buxa has received 26°4 ivches less than the usual amount, Jalpaiguri, Kuch Bihar, 
Matabhahga, and Oox’s Bazar about 20 iuches less, and the following places more then 

5 inches less :—Fenny, Netrakona, Kurigaon, Mickliganj, and Dinlatta. In the other 
districts defect: generally varies from one to five inches.

In the Jast column 
the total fall for the same period is so-expressed, aud it will be seen that there is a large defect

Civil Surgeon certified the man to be dumb; the Central office, however, ide iti- 
fied him as Saroda Cuaran Bose, an old offender, twice previously convicted, a 
resident of Khaitpara village in Khulna. Acting on this information the local 
police were able t» produce evidence which satisfied the Judge at the trial that 
the accused was in reality Saroda Charan Bose of Khaitpara; that he was 
shamming dumbness, and that he was an old offender ; he was sentenced to four 
years’ imprisonment. But for the anthropometric system this criminal would 
doubtless have been treated with special leniency as an unfortunate suffering 
from the pitiable disability of loss of speech.
